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J. Stitt Wilson Defines Purpose 
Of Education as Finding Talents 


Gifts Should Be Developed to 
‘Be’ of Greatest Benefit 
-"Fo Mankind

“One of the greatest parts of an 
education is to find what ones gifts 
are and how these can best be deve- 
loped to be of greatest benefit to 
manknd,” stated J. Stitt Wilson, one 
of America’s most popular lecturers, 
in an interview on his last visit t 
Santa Ana. x 


Purpose Explained 


In discussing education, Wilson 
said that its purpose is to develop 
a creative mind. This process is be- 
gun in the grades and here the great- 
est emphasis should be laid. 

The aim of modern education is to 
create a more and more scientific 
spirit which is accomplished by put- 
ting students on their own resources. 
When asked which of two courses, 
lecture or laboratory, he considered 
most successful in promoting this 
spirit, Wilson replied favoring the 
laboratory courses. 


Make Mistakes 


From his own experiences, Stitt 
Wilson has found that students easily 
become disgusted when their study- 
ing meets with little or no success. 
In law, for example, many unsuc- 
cessful students throw it aside. In 
a great many cases these students are 
the ones who undoubtedly later in 
life will need this course immensely. 


Students 


Language Needed 


“When I was traveling in Europe 
last summer,” said Wilson, “I found 
that many travelers would have 
been more fortunate had they stud- 
ied foreign languages.’’ Many col- 
lege men and women do not realize 
the necessity for knowledge of for- 
eign languages. 

Wilson is much in favor of com- 
pulsory courses and believes that 
something worthwhile is gained from 
every course taken, although it may 
not be received until later in life. 


Grades Necessary 


After being asked for his opinion 
on the present grading system, he re- 
marked that the giving of marks is 
necessary because we are working 
a large scale. Students must know 
approximately just what they are 
doing and what is expected of them. 
“Of course,’’ emphatically stated 
Wilson, I am not trying to reform the 
school system. Great educators are 
continually working to better the 
present system.”’

But the negroes of that institu- 
tion can play orchestral instruments 
as well as sing, and the harmonies 
produced thereby are truly beauti- 
ful and rich. As their conductor 
said “they can catch anything if they 
hear it once or twice.
